In the year 1905 the City Council, with Matt Stapleton as Mayor passed 


a resolution ordering the Improving by macadam some of our principal 
streets and an ordinance passed to authorize and determine the amount to 
be paid by every property owner abutting on any of said streets so Improved. 
It was left to the property owners that whenever such streets was accepted 
by the Board of Public works, for to either pay such assessment in cash or to 
have a special Improvement Bond Issued against his or her property for the 
amount named In such assessment, divided Into 5 equal payments with 6 per 
cent, annum.

It so liappened that I paid my assessment in cash to the city for said 


improvement as soon as I received notice from the proper authority that 
such street was accepted, whereas the assessments on Lots I and 2 Block 33 
2nd addition Is still partly unpaid.
